haundshands in the four great miUs of 
the great Iron works plant. 


This is the second announcement of 


a similar ntaure within a short time. 
On Septemhber 24 Mr. Borden caused 
consternation among the cotton mill 
manufacturers of the city in announc- 
ing a five per cent increase in wages, 
just after the manufacturers 'of the 
combine had discussed cutting down 
wages. 


That 
announcement was followed 


imme4|a,tely by a similar anounce- 
ment from the Bourden mills, also tou- 
side the combine. 


This second announcement of an In- 


crease from 
Mr Borden created in- 


tense interest among the mill men, 
as 
is was 
virtually an intimation 


that the other inanufcturers wil soon 
be called upon to make corresponding 
increase 'of wages for the employes of 
their mills.

Attempt Hade IB the Fifties to In- 


troduce tbe Camel Into the South- 
well—Why It WM Not Successful. 
Wild C«»el» Seen at Intervals. 
It is believed that the last American 


camel died in the Castle Dome moun- 
tains in southwestern Arizona a few 
days ago, and word has reached Phe- 
nix, says a correspondent from that 
place, from Fort Huachuca that a 
Greek, known as Hi Jolly, who had 
charge of the first and only Importa- 
tion o? camels ever made by the United 
States government, is on his deathbed 
there. 
' 


It was in 1853 that the idea of em- 


ploying camels for transporting army 
supplies and equipment over the des- 
erts was conceived. At that time 
freight could be carried over the water- 
less wastes only at a heavy expense in 
horses, oxen and mules. At .that time, 
too, the heavy traffic to the California 
goldfields was In progress 
and the 


bones of thirst killed animals strewed 
the trail from Texas well into Califor- 
nia. 
Under these conditions Lieuten- 


ant Edward F. Beale, who was later 
minis'ter to Austria, but was then sta- 
tioned at old Fort Yuma, conceived the 
idea that the use of camels would do 
away with the sufferings of emigrants 
and give the army a quick and certain 
method of transportation. He believed 
that the government should make the 
experiment and suggested the matter 
to Jefferson Davis, the secretary of 
war. 


The., war department approved the 


suggestion and a commission was sent 
out to ascertain the military uses to 
which camels could be put in the south- 
west. It reported favorably and an 
appropriation was secured of $30,000 
for the purchase and importation of 
camels. 


In December of the following year 


Major Charles Wayne was sent by the 
department to the orient, commissioned 
to buy seventy-five camels. In Egypt 
he bought half that number and secur- 
ed the others in Smyrna, paying about 
$200 for each. The naval transport 
Supply brought 'the1 camels, in charge 
of Hi Jolly, to the United States in 
1857. Three died on the voyage. They 
Were landed on'the Texas coast, and, 
under the care of Captain J. N. Palmer, 
half of the herd were driven to Camp 
.Verde, Arizona, and the others were 
left at Indianola, Tex. 


Months were devoted to a geries ol 


tests of the physical strength and en- 
durance of the animals. Their employ- 
ment met with great opposition from 
the army hostlers and teamsters. The 
camels were neglected, and a number 
of them died despite the efforts of the 
officers to give them a fair trial. It 
was frequently reported that one or 
two had broken away and escaped -dur- 
ing the night, and it was suspecte^ that 
unusual zeal was not^used to recapture 
the animals. 


Until 1861 about thirty of them were 


at Forts Verde, El Paso and Yuma. 
The troopers and teamsters, however, 
could not be induced to use the beasts 
instead of horses and mules, partly be- 
cause of the clumsiness of the camel 
harness and the labor necessary in pre- 
paring a camel for a trip, but largely 
because of an antipathy for the beasts. 
For the last year or two of their stay 
at the forts the camels were pension- 
ers. 


Then the civil war came, and in the 


excitement of the times the camels 
were forgotten. The forts were aban- 
doned when the troops were sent east, 
and the camels were allowed" to wander 
away on the deserts, sometimes in pairs 
'and sometimes in herds. 
They scat- 


tered through the deserts and moun- 
tains of Arizona, Texas and New Mex-' 
ico and even wandered into northern 
Mexico, where several of them were 
seen years afterward in the Sierra Ma- 
dre mountains. 


In some instances they multiplied 


rapidly, and numbers of them were 
caught by white settlers, Mexicans and 
Indians, who tried, usually in vain, to 
domesticate 
them. 
Some cases" are 


known in which descendants of the 
original herd were tamed and used as 
pack animals, and several of them were 
captured and sold to circus people. P. 
T. Barnum at one time secured four of 
them and added them to his exhibition 
herd. 


Reports have frequently been brought 


in by prospectors that stray camels 
were seen in the foothills and among 
the cacti and sagebrush of the desert. 
They had become as wild as deer and 
life in the rocky hills had brought 
about a change in their appearance. 
Their hides had lost their hair, and 
their hoofs their cushions, becoming 
bard and homy. 


Then for several years none of them 


was seen, and the failure of offers of 
large sums of money by. circus people 
to secure some of them led to the belief 
that the last of the camels had disap- 
peared. More tban a year ago a pair 
of them, aged and feeble, were cap- 
tured in the Castle Dome mountains 
and kept on a small ranch owned by 
the Howison brothers. A few months 
later the female died, apparently of old 
age, and since then her mate has been 
pining away until he, too, died a few 
days ago.

Pekm, Oct. 22.—The question of the

MORTGAGE FOR $900,000 


Way Be Placed Upon Two Big Plants 


A 
at Fall River 


Fall River, Mass., Oct. 22.—At the an- 


nual meeting of the Parker and Har- 
graves mills, to be held Oct 31, the 
stockholders will be asked to vote on 
propositions to issue $600,000 in mort- 
gage bonds, secured by mortgages on 
the plants. The capital stock of each 
concern is $800,000, and the mortgages 
of $600,000 on each are designed to take 
rare of the bills, payable accounts, and 
give to the stockholders the opportunity 
to draw a steady Income from the plant. 


At the same meeting notice will be 


given that it has been found impossible 
to consolidate the two properties on the 
lines laid down a year ago. While a 
very large majority of the stockholders 
in the two corporations are the same 
persons, there is some difference, and 
law suits were begun to prevent the 
consolidation on the basis of valuation 
agreed on. The objectors were willing 
to sell their holdings, but as the di- 
rectors were not attempting the con- 
solidation for their owri benefit they did 
not care to proceed while any stock- 
holders objected. To pay one set of 
stockholders more for their shares than 
another would be unfair as well as a 
certain means of bringing on more 
suits. 


The experience of these two corpora- 


tions in trying to bring about a consoli- 
dation on a basis to which more than 
95 percent of the stockholders willingly 
agreed has convinced financiers here 
that no plan of local consolidation can 
be evolved to take in all the mills except 
under a pressuf e of impending ruin, and 
if consolidation is to come Jt must be 
through' outside sources acting on a 
basis that is good as cash. It !s not 
thought that the bonding of the mills 
will provoke antagonism among those 
who prevented the consolidation, as the 
plans usually presented 
have been 


adopted here.

LAW AHD MEFj 


Marshal Stebbins of Springfield is 


Causing consternation there by en- 
forcing certain of the ancient laws 
which have never been removed from 
the statute books, and which have 
come to be known as "blue-laws." He 
Is being roundly denounced for his 
crusade even by law-abiding people, 
as is always the case on such occa- 
sions. 


The situation is a familiar one. Few 


New England cities escape just such 
Inflictions, which occur with almost 
periodic regularity, especially in this 
state and Connecticut. And nearly al- 
ways they owe their origin to one 
familiar cause. Some city official is 
accused of negligence in enforcing cer- 
tain laws. He retorts that the laws 
are not Broken. T?he accusation is re- 
peated with some facts showing that 
the laws are broken. 
The official Is 


driven to retaliation. 


"Very well, then," he says, "if you 


want the laws enforced. I'll enforce 
them. But if I do, I'll enforce every 
law on your statute books, and you 
may squirm if you don't like it." 


Then begins such a crusade as is 


now agitating Springfield. The very 
people who complained that the liquor 
laws, for instance, were not enforced, 
find that the old laws regarding Sab- 
bath observance, passed by legislators 
whose Ideas of Sunday as a Sabbath 
day were very different from our ideas 
today, are being enforced to the let- 
ter. 
They enter an objection to this 


%'frhlch is far more vigorous than their 
previous complaints. 


"Aha," says the official, "now you've 


^got law enforcement, Jiow do you like 
It? Am I aJl rifht, or not? Do you 
want your laws 
enforced, or don't 


you?" 


And the incident is closed, 
except 


th&J sometimes the official in question 
loses his office and some one else Is 
put in whom the people expect to en- 
force the laws with some regard for' 
common sense and present-day con- 
ditions. 


AJl thls^s but one phase of the cur- 


rent American system of law making 
and law enforcement. It is a system 
which puts the judgment of the official 
above the letter of the law in every 
case. We make or we retain laws 
whose strict enforcement would raise 
a storm of indignation in every quar- 
ter. 
Sometimes such enforcement oc- 


curs. When it does, we do not change 
the laws. We bounce the man who en- 
forced them. 


However much we may boast of our 


respect for law, we are a people who 
make laws, and then expect our offi- 
cials to use what we term good judg- 
ment in enforcing them. It is not only 
with the old blue- laws that we do this. 
They remain on the statute books be- 
cause we are too indolent to take 
them off and do it properly. We pass 
new laws every little while for which 
•we expect the same treatment by the 
officials we select to administer them. 
The curfew ordinance in this and every 
other city where it is adopted Is an 
example of this. The anti- spitting or- 
d.inance Is another. We do not want 
these things enforced to the letter. If 
we did our officials would enforce them 
or we should get officials who would. 
The fact that we have adopted them 
at all shows that we merely want them 
on hand as laws to cover any particu- 
larly flagrant cases which would de- 
mand some action and trust to our 
officials to enforce them on that basis. 
This is the vital principle of the cur- 
few ordinance, as it i» of about half of 
our laws. 


It Is simply a manifestation of the 


national temper, which relies on men 
and the judgment of men far more 
than the legal machinery provided for 
eocial Intercourse. For law in only the 


which we install, to be call- 


ed into play only when Individual re* 
sponaibility fails to provide the proper 
safeguard for the best interests of the 
community. 


In taking this attitude, we are con- 


sciously or unconsciously showing our 
faith in the individual, a faith that 
recognizes what we know must be in 
store for the future, when man will be 
above all laws because he has the spir- 
it of true law within him. 


Such instances as this in Sprngfleld, 


where a man uses the laws which axe 
useful only at rare intervals .as a club 
to make us accept the non-enforcement 
of a law which we do need, such in- 
stances simply let us see that the ideal 
is still far off, and that we have men 
v.-hose judgment is not so good for the 
community as is the mere machinery 
of the laws.

law being off; all the hunters are out, 
and the Vermont hotel keepers will be 
in. 


What a pity that the accidental 


fumigation of city hall didn't come in 
city campaign time. What a rattling 
campaign joke it would have made for 
the "opposition." 


Judge Phelps will soon have all the 


material necessary for a comprehen- 
sive history of the great race problems 
of the Orient if this international feud 
between local subjects of the "terrible 
Turk'" occupies the attention of the 
district court much longer. 


The Boston Transcript, in speaking

the

focalize 
a little faster, 
though of 


course in so 
important a step undue 


haste might be disastrous. It may be 
that they are troubled with an embar- 
rassment of richest for Williams grad- 
uates, especially those of the last 25 
years or so, have become quite promi- 
nent in the educational field, particu- 
lary in the west, and it seems desir-

MUST PAY THE DUTY. 


Gift to Government of Lafayette Sou- 


venirs Not Exempt. 


Under the direction of H. A. Taylor, 


one of tlie assistant secretaries of the 
treasury department temporarily in 
charge of customs affairs, Levi P. Mor- 
ton and J. Pierpont Morgan have been 
Informed in response to a letter of In- 
quiry that the exhibit of Lafayette sou- 
venirs which they recently authorized 
the French ambassador to purchase at 
a sale in Paris could not be admitted 
free of duty to this country under ex- 
isting statutes as a present to the 
United States government, says tlie 
Washington correspondent of the New 
York Tribune. The collection of relics 
was to be contributed to the Congres- 
sional library in commemoration of the 
French general. The appraised value 
of the articles is said to be about $40,- 
000. 


That patriotic philanthropists should 


be assessed at the rate of 25 per cent 
for the privilege of depositing a valu- 
able historic exhibit In a public gal- 
lery is regarded here as peculiar. Few 
officials are inclined to believe that the 
law Intended to work such a hardship 
as to force contributors to science and 
history to pay nearly $10,000 In cus- 
toms duties to get tbe interesting rel- 
ics Into tbe United States.

PUBLIC HIGH SCHOOLS. 


Number Increoaei From 2,526 IE 


1890 to 6,005 In J9OO. 


One of the most noticeable features 


in the statistics ot schools contained 
in the annual report of tbe federal 
commissioner cf education la tbe great 
Increase in the number of public high 


• schools throughout jthp United States. 
' These Institutions In 1890 numbered 
2,526, while in 1900 the number had 
risen to 6,005, the increase being dis- 
tributed through all parts of tie coun- 
try. 
The increase in high school pu- 


pils has more than kept pace with the 
Increase in buildings, the average at- 
tendance being larger in 1900 than teu 
years before, the number enrolled at 
the date last named being in round 
numbers about 520,000. Private schools 
of similar rank, academies, colleges 
and manual training, preparatory and 
normal schools also report proportion- 
ate increases, the statistics for 1900 
showing that 12,588 pupils for each 
million of inhabitants attended schools 
beyond the elementary against an av- 
erage of 8,053 In 1890. 


These figures, says the commissioner, 


show a uniform consensus of public 
opinion throughout the nation in -favor 
of providing secondary education at 
public cost. He also shows from the 
statistics that the study of the French 
and German languages has increased 
30 per cent in the past ten years; that 
the study of general history has in- 
creased in that period from 27 to 38 
per cent of the entire number; that the 
number of Latin scholars has also in- 
creased and the number of students 
taking physics has decreased. 


The report shows that the grand to- 


tal of pupils in all schools, elementary, 
secondary and higher, public and pri- 
vate, for the year ended July 1, 1900, 
was 17,020,710, being an Increase of 
282,348 pupils over the previous year. 
jQf this number ,the enrollment in pub- 
lic institutions supported by general 
arid local taxes was 15,433,462. Count- 
ing in special institutions, such ns even- 
ing schools, Indian schools, schools con- 
nected with asylums, reform schools 
and other institutions more or less ed- 
ucational in their character, increases 
tbe total number by half a million pu- 
pils'.

RELISHES. 


By Airs. Barbara Sadlf 


Relishes are enjoyed by every one bnt 


people tire of the same one day after 
day. 
For tins reason I always make it 


a point to put «i> as many kinds as pos- 
sible. I think among the following you 
will find somo that are new and sure to 
please your family and friends. A jar 
or two of each will cause you very little 
work and will make a desirable change 
during the seasou when green things are 
not obtainable. 


Barberry Catsup. 


Take 
tkreo 
quarts of barberries, 


stewed by themselves in a little water 
and strained through a colander; four 
Quarts of cranberries, one-half pound of 
raisins, one large quince and four small 
onions all stewed together in a quart of 
water and then strained. Mix these in- 
gredients with the barberries and add 
half a pint j»f vinegar, four ounces of 
salt, one pound of sugar, half an ounce 
each of ground clove and allspice, one 
ounce of black pepper, two ounces of 
celery seed, half an ounce of ground 
mustard, a teaspoonful each of cayenne, 
cinnamon and ginger and a grated nut- 
meg. 
Let these boil together for a min- 


ute. If too thick add more vinegar. 
When cold, bottle and seal. 


Pepper Catsup. 


Cut into pieces one dozen red bell 


peppers and four large onions. 
Put 


them into a preserving kettle with three 
and one-half pints of good sharp vine- 
gar. 
Boil slowly for two hours and then 


strain through a sieve. 
Return the 


strained pulp to the kettle, add two ta- 
blespoonfuls of brown sugar, one ounce 
each of powdered ginger, mace, and 
cloves, half an ounce of cinnamon and a 
little salt. 
Cook the mixture slowly 


until it thickens and bottle and seal 
when hot. 


Governor Sauce. 


Put two gallons of sliced green toma- 


toes in a crock with layers of salt and 
let them remain over night. 
In the 


morning drain the tomatoes and chop 
rather fine. Put the chopped vegetables 
into a porcelain kettle with two quarts 
of viaegar, one quart of brown sugar, 
two tablespoonfuls each of mustard and 
black pepper, one tablespoonful of clove 
and the same of allspice. Cook the mix- 
ture until the tomatoes are very soft, 
and tut into jars. 


Pepper Sauce. 


A pepper sauce that is very nice with 


meats is made as follows: Take four 
dozen largo ripe peppers and remove 
most of the seeds. Put them into a ket- 
tle -with five large sliced onions, threa 
cloves of garlic, v one tablespoonful of 
salt, the same quantity of chopped horse 
radish root and one pint of vinegar. 
Boil together until the vegetables can 
be rubbed through a coarse wire sieve. 
To each pint of the mixture-add half a 
pint of vinegar. Season with one table- 
spoonful of black pepper and the sania 
amount ofjclovesvand allspice. Again 
put the mixture over the fire and boil 
five minutes, Bottle and seal while hot. 


Anchovy Catsup, 


Take one dozen anchovies, wash them 


and scrape them into pieces. Put them 
into a large saucepan ' with six large 
onions; two quarts'of tomatoes and two; 
red peppers, chopped fine; add two 
quarts of good sharp vinegar and sea- 
son with three tablespoonfulis each of 
salt, brown sugar, and black pepper- 
corns', one tablpspoonful of mace, the 
same amount of cloves, and two table- 
spoonfuls of pulverized ginger. Put the 
pan over the back of the fire and cook 
slowly until the mixture is a little thick. 
Strain through a sieve, and when the 
catsup is cold bottle and, sea! it. 


Chili Sauce. 


A simple Chili sauce is made as fol- 


lows: Peel two dozen large, ripe toma- 
toes and chop them with four peppers 
and four onions. Put them into a por-. 
celain lined kettle, add four tablespoon- 
fuls of salt, th$ same quantity of brown 
sugar, one pint of vinegar, and one ta-' 
blespoonfu] each of cinnamon and all- 
spice. 
Bojl slowly from on4 to two 


hours. 


APPLE POT PIE. 


One and cue-half cups of sifted flour, 


one scant teaspoonful of salt, two heap- 
ing teaspooafuls of baking powder, and 
three-quarters of a cupful of water; stir 
all together, turn on to a board, roll 
very lightly and have quite thick; make 
a small hole in the centre for the steam 
to escape. Lay this crust over a deep 
dish in which apples have been sliced, 
to which has been added a cupful of 
sugar, half a cupful of water and a tea- 
spoonful of cinnamon, also a pinch of 
salt; cover closely and cook, not too 
fast, on top of the stove for half an 
hour. Put in the oven to brown. To 
be eaten with butter. 


BAKED SALMOX. 


Clean the fish, r'usie it and wipe It 


dry; 
rub it well outside aad in with a 


mixture of pepper aud salt, and fill it 
with a stuffing uiaclt- with slices of bread 
buttered freely, and moistened with hot 
milk or water; add snge or thyme to the 
spiisouiuK,

around tl:e fi.sh s« as to keep the stuffing 
in, but rawovo it b,More taking to the 
table. Lay laufliu rings iu a dripping 
p.-ni; put bits oi' butler over the fish, 
ilrcdge flour over and put it on the 
ritigb, tuni a pint of hot water in the 
pau to busro with; bako one hour, if a 
large fish, iu a u.\uck oven. When the 
fish is taken up, having cut a lemon in 
very thin slices, put thum in a pan and 
let them fry a little, then dredge in a 
tenspoonful of flour; add a small bit of 
butter, stir it about and let it brown 
without burning tor a little while, then 
add half a tcacupful of boiling water; 
stir it smooth, take the slices of lemon 
into the gravy boat, strain the gravy 
over. Serve with boiled potatoes. 


HAJIBUJJG STEAK WITH TOMATO 


SAUCE. 


Two 
pounds of 
Hamburg 
steak, 


ground lino not chopped; one small 
onion, one-quarter teaspooaful of black 
pepper, with a dash of red peppe>- one- 
half teaspoonful of salt, one-quarter of 
a teaspoonful of celery seed, one-fifth 
teaspoonful of mace, one sprig of pars- 
ley, chopped fine; after the seasoning is 
thoroughly mixed with the meat roll 
into an oblong shape, place in a pan 
with a small quantity of water; when 
it is nearly cooked have ready a can of 
hot tomatoes, seasoned with butter, salt, 
sugar and pepper; put this around the 
roast and finish cooking.

When ready 
for the table garnish with parsley.

PUMPKIN PRESERVE. 
Pare off the rind, seed, cut into blocks 


one by two inches; put into preserving 
kettle with enough water to almost 
cover and boil until the blocks can be 
easily pierced with a fork. 
To each 


pound of the cooked pumpkin drained 
dry through a colander take one-half of 
a lemon sliced thin aad seeded, one- 
half tcacupful of water, and one pound 
of granulated sugar. Boil lemon, water 
and sugar until the syrup will hair when 
dropped from a spoon; then add pump- 
kin and 
boil again from fifteen to 


twenty minutes.

Squashes may be treated in the same 
manner. 


CHEESE POTATOES. 


Take twelve large potatoes, peel and 


slice thin, let stand in cold water one- 
half hour and drain. Butter an earthen 
pudding dish, then put in a layer of 
potatoes. 
Cut some good rich cheese 


over them, then put in another layer of 
potatoes, then cheese and so on until the 
dish is filled, putting cheese on top. 
Pepper and sal£ each layer and sprinkle 
small pieces of butter over the top, using 
about one large tablespoonful. 
Lastly 


pour over all one quart of new milk and 
bake until the potatoes are done, usu- 
ally about two and one-half hours. 


DUCK A LA METJSELET. 
Clean the bird well. Take the heart 


and liver and.chop them up with three 
tender shallots, a half teaspoonful of 
salt, saltspoonful of pepper, and a table- 
spoonfiil of sweet butter. With this line 
the inside of the fowl. 
Sew up the 


apertures, roll the duck in a napkin and 
tie it tightly, plunge into boiling water 
a^cl boil rapidly for 
forty minutes.

Never in Ihe.-Uistery of the.oil devel-

It has been named 
the Spe«clility sand and was found 
2,400 feet deep, or 900 feet below tbe 
third sand. It opens the possibility of 
new operations' in tbe districts where 
fortunes were made in tbe golden pe- 
riod of oil developments. 


Tbe new sand gives a product su- 


perior to the regular Pennsylvania 
output. 
Some authorities think that 


tbe sand is a continuation of the Brad- 
ford and Tiooa atratas. As a result 
the defunct oil metropolis of Earns 
City is bustling with life, and Petrolia 
and Butler are booming. The new ter- 
ritory covers aft of the old Modoc and 
Greece City fields, which bave been 
abandoned for years. 


The pioneers its tbe development of 


the Speeehley sand were 'tbe South 
Pennsylvania Oil company, who drill- 
ed the first well on the J. S. Campbell 
farm, in Campbell Hollow. Since then 
12 wells bave been drilled, with a to- 
tal production of about 80 barrels a 
day.

Powderly, contemplates naming cer- 
tain ports in Europe from which immi- 
grants will be allowed to land in the 
.United States. At those ports officers 
of the immigration bureau will be sta- 
tioned. 


When, a person desiring to enter the 


United States presents himself, he will 
be required to give a certificate of char- 
acter Urom the time of his birth to the 
day of sailing. If this document shows 
the person Is a member of an anarchis- 
tic or similar society, has ever been ar- 
rested for crime, is of an excitable tem- 
perament or develops any undesirable 
traits, these will be sufficient grounds 
on which the official can base his re- 
fusal to approve the certificate. If the 
certificate is approved by tbe official, 
the emigrant will be allowed to land 
when he reaches the United States, but 
if he should present himself at any 
American port without a certificate 
properly indorsed he will be refused en- 
trance. 


If a foreign government should ob- 


ject to the presence of an American 
official within its borders, then Mr. 
Powderly would favor the adoption of 
a law granting him authority to de- 
cline to allow any immigrant from 
that country to land here unless the 
Unite-5 States is permitted to maintain 
bureaus which will enable its repre- 
sentatives to inquire into the character 
of proposed emigrants. 
It has been 


suggested that the consular officers act 
as representatives of the immigration 
bureau. There is oblection to this, how- 
ever, upon the grounds of divided au- 
thority. Mr. Powderly Is in favor of 
placing the administration of the law 
of the character ia the bands of either 
the state department or the treasury 
department and to hold the person who 
Is to administer it responsible. 


Representative Connell, who is one of 


the rich men of the country, is greatly 
Interested in the subject and has been 
In conference ,with Mr. Powderly con- 
cerning it. So anxious is the Pennsyl 
vania congressman that prompt action 
be taken that he has decided to draft 
a law on the lines indicated. He has 
also determined to employ at his own 
expense the best legal talent In tbe 
country to pass upon the constitutional- 
ity of the proposed law in order that it 
will stand a better chance of being de- 
clared constitutional in event of tbe 
supreme court being called upon to 
pass upon it 


In connection with tbe measure con- 


templated Mr. Powderly will also rec- 
ommend the adoption of legislation 
which will compel all immigrants on 
landing to register and to declare their 
intentions as to citizenship. He also 
wants authority to keep watch upon 
all aliens for a period of five years or 
until they become naturalized. If dur- 
ing the time they are aliens they devel- 
op anarchistic tendencies, the commis- 
sioner general will recommend that tbe 
power be given him to deport them.

WASTERN MASSACHUSETTS MEN 


Are In tht Deal. W. B. Plunkett of 


Adams Is One of Thorn, but Could 


No! bo Reached ofr An Inter. 


viow This Morning 


The 
Springfield 
Republican this 


morning had a story to the effect that 
western Massachusetts men were in- 
terested in a plan to build the largest 
wood pulp mill in the world in north 
ern New Hampshire. Between 1200 and 
2000 hands were to be employe^ and 
the scheme included thebuilding of a 
town 
where these people and their 


families might live. The capitalization 
of the new company was to be |25,- 
000,000. 
The only names given as intersted 


parties were those of W. B- Plunkett 
of Adams and WiWam 
Whiting of 


Holyoke. The 
Republican failed 
to 


reach Mr. Whiting for an interview on 
the subject and 1he Transcript fared 
no better thia morning wfien an at- 
tempt was made to reach Mr. Plun- 
kett. 
He was in Boston, 
and his 


brother, 
C. T. Plunkett, refused to 


have anything to say on the subject. 
The 
Republican's 
story of the big 


scheme was as follows: 


A number of western Massachusetts 


men are interested in plans for the 
erection in northern New Hampshire 
'of one of the largest paper pulp mills 
in the world, 
with unlimltd 
water 


power and thousands of acres of tim- 
ber suitable for pulp at hand. The cap- 
italization, of the company is to be 
enormous if the plans are carried out, 
the figure, it is said, being $25,000,000. 
Theplans are yet in the rough, but in- 
clude, besides the purchase .of fend 
already mentioned, the erection of puJp 
and" paper mills with a capacity of 200 
tons of book paper a day, and in ad- 
dition many tons daily of paper for 
newspaper purposes. This will require 
the 
building o£ a small town by it- 


self, as between 1200 and 2000 hands 
must be employed. The manufactur- 
ing department itself will be enormous 
and it will be built as will the rest of 
the plant, in the most modern manner. 


New York capitalist*, including a 


New York bank and also W. B. Plun- 
kett of Adams are among those prom- 
inent in the project. WjUlam Whitinj? 
of Holyoke is also mentioned as being 
interested, 
but he was out of the city 


last evening 
and could not be seen. 


His son, William F. Whiting, on ac- 
count of the absence of Hs father, de- 
clined to talk. Mr. Whiting is now in 
New York city, and possibly may be in 
consultation with the men interested 
in the project. He will not return until 
Thursday. It 1s believed in this sec- 
tion that if Mr. Whiting is associated 
with the project the bonds and stocks 
will be floated easily The exact loca- 
tion 'of the proposed plant is not made 
public at present but It is easy to ac- 
cess to a railway, from which snur 
tracks 
will be extended to the mill 


property. It is understood that the new 
company 
will be entirely free from 


any trust or combination and will be 
financed by responsible parties.

The Mahometan Leader Had 


To Settle for Assault on 


Haddad, the Christian 


JU06E LECTURES THE SYRIANS 


And Says That If Proof of the Rumored 


Religious Feud Comes to Notice 


of the Authorities* Act ion 


Will Be Taken 


One more chapter in the rt/ligious 


feud was brought to a close this morn- 
ing in the district court, and Baden J. 
Bahoot, the leader of the Mahometan 
faction, departed minus $10. Marone 
Malhomie and Peter Soloman, his al- 
leged associates in the assault on their, 
Christian, compatriot 
Haddad, 
were 


found not guilty and discharged. 


About 15 Syrians, including princi- 


pals, 
witnesses 'and 
sympathizers, 


evinced the keenest absorbtion in the 
trial, and the proceedings were punc- 
tuated by gutteral comments from dif- 
ferent parts of the room, the irrepres- 
sible Oriental nature bubbling over 
from time to time in spite of attempt- 
ed restraints. 
The evidence though 


somewhat contradictory, all went to 
show that on the 14th of October Ba- 
hoot did assault Haddad in front of 
Malhomie' s store 
on Main stieet. 


When the commonwealth had establish 
ed this fact by a long-drawn-out ex- 
amination of four witnesses, Bahoot 
"himself took the stand. He was ,very 
much excited. 


"It i,« a conspiracy!" he declared, 


"These people have persecuted me ever 
since I came to North. Adams on ac- 
count of my religion. My life is in 
danger. I have been told by honorable 
men that this Haddad intends to kill 
me. 


"Monday morning Haddad came in- 


to our store to collect a debt from Mal- 
homie. As he passed me going out he 
called me a bad name and said that he 
would kill me. I called to aim and 
asked if he was my enemy. 'Yes,' he 
said, 'also 150 others.' Whereupon he 
attempted to strike me, and I struck 
him. Then Soloman 
and Malhomie 


separated us." 


Soloman testified that Haddad was a 


guest at his wedding about 3 weeks 
ago, and while there read Bahoot's 
communication to the Transcript con- 
cerning religion. He became very an- 
gry, swore that Bahoot was an incum- 
brance upon the earth, and said that 
he would kill him on s' 'ht. 


In arguing the case Lawyer Mack 


for the defense and Lawyer Couch for 
the prosecution referred to the serious 
nature of the real trouble underlying 
the present outbreak. Judge Phelps in 
summing up the case said that though 
he had heard rumors of this religious 
feud, yet the existence of such a feud 
had not been definitely proven. Never- 
theless if any evidence of a feud came 
to the notice of the authorities, the 
Syrians in North Adams would be 
made to realie that their customary 
settlement of such differences of opin- 
ionwottld not be tolerated 


The only other criminal case before 


the court this morning was one against 
a man. named Gileo for neglecting to 
send his daughter Bessie to school. 
Truant officer Whipple testified that he 
had notified the man four times, but 
Gileo denied having received the no- 
tifications. He said that the girl would 
be in school tomorrow, and his case 
•was continued.
